According to another view, the 
same changes were nothing moi% than a 
new step in advance in the progro*«sive 
but cautious course of enlargement of the 
public ri'oeriies which the Emperor had 
laid down for himself. Now M. Bonher, 
who is a man of great parliamentary tael 
aud eloquence, evidently felt that nothing 
would so forcibly support, 'ooth in the eyes 
of the country aud the Chamber, the lat- 
ter and popular interpretation of the im- 
perial policy, as some declaration made 
by the Emperor antecedent to and al- 
U gether indepeudent of existing circum- 
stances. And such a declaration the 
Miniitter, fortunately for himself and his 
master, was provided with. Throwing 
himself with great abandon into the con- 
fidential vein, M. Bouher reproached his 
opponents for having, even for a moment, 
misconstrued such a ruler as Napoleon 
HI . or imagined it possible that a sove- 
reign who had passed the greater portion 
of his life under misfortune and exile, 
could be a mere despot governed by his 
pasiion for power, and hugging to himself 
his prerogatives and his attributes, without 
any consideration for the necessities of so- 
ciety and civilization. And then reverting, 
as though under the impression of strong 
feelings, to the hours of hi.s most confiden- 
tial intercourse with the Emperor, the sa- 
gacious inifaister declared his dotermina- 
tiim to lift the veil of privacy for a mo- 
ment and commit even an "ludiscretiou 
in order to vindicate the true iharucter of 
one who had beeu so greatly misunder- 
stood. M. Bouher referred to the period 
when the Emperor carried out, with so 
much firmness, his own free-trade princi- 
ples in opposition to many leading interests 
iu the country. But to show th.at free 
trade was not the only freedom whi**!i Na- 
poleon then hud in his mind, the minister 
quoted, ipsisshiJs rerbas. the following 
remarkable expressions which he <leclared 
to have been then made use of by him: 
‘■.Moreover, " the Emperor said, ‘ all liber- 
ties arc akin to each other. Commercial 
liherty wi.l beget other liberties, aud all 
w ill arrive gradiiallj’ and in their own g-vod 
time. I have not received the missiou of 
founding only order and authority in this 
tmpire. .Mj‘ niissiun. more or less remote, 
is to luj' the foundulioiis of liberty as well 
as power; to establish in this nation, 
winch threw itself, lost, bewildered, and 
devoured by anarchy, into my arms, order 
i and security in the first place, and to make 
the.-'e the principles of the gra*lual devel- 
opment ol'a/t those publi'- libertie.-! which 
ate essential to constitute a great n:Uioti 
and a high degree of civilization. 

The above are certainly striking words. 

! and the repetition of them, so opportunely 
i made, was received with an exp’osion of 
approbation. They are, in*leeJ. btil words 
and promise-*, but they are such as no man. 

I and especially one in the position ol Na- 
poleon, tan well recede from when once 
j put forth iu public; and this, as M. Bouher 
argued, is the best guaranty that privileges

TbeTIieory of Veg'etable Growth. 

Bv Faor BvarKia. of Richmond Colleye 

In discussing the theory of vegeta'ole 
growth, it is necessary that we have dear 
conceptions of the sources from wnich 
plants obtain their food, and the forms in 
which they take it np and assimilate it 
As preliminary, therefore, to the several 
articles which we purpose to write for the 
Farmer, we shall exhibit the composition 
of the atmosphere, the source directly or 
indirectly of all the organic constituents 
of plants, and explain, to some extent, 
the functions of its several constituents.

rai.g \ritl: storms of applau- ••. Let those 
who will contend that Ristori has iiut lit- 
tle or no geniii.s. and ascrii e all her 
triumpl-.^ to extraordinary art We main- 
tain that .Nhe l.asthe rarest type ol’gt-nius. 
fully devekpf'd. and that h -r remarkaiile 
arti.stic qualities are the outgrowth of 
that brilliant genius alone. But we have 
not the time now to discus.i this point. 
Nor do we think it at all necessary. 
Before the most enlightened auditors 
in both hemispheres, Ristori has as- 
serted and established her posses.sion ' 
of genius. It was but natural that the ' 
character of the ill-fated tjueeu of Scots | 
should prove more congeuial to a Louis- i 
ville audience than the terrible Medea, 
clothed in her mantle of crimes, her un- 
natural vengeance, and her almost in- 
comprehensi'ole passions, which require 
the interpretation of a genius as exalted 
a.s that of Ristori to redeem it from ut- 
ter horror and disgu.st The great anima- 
tion shown by the audience last night, 
while it was evoked by the resistless po'.v- 
er of the tragedienne, also bespoke a 
preference for Mary Stuart, as less 
tragic than fhedreadfql Medea. This en- 
thusia.sm will increase under the charm 
of Ristori s Elizabeth aud Macbeth be- 
cause of their familiarity to our j 
people, as well a.s on ac-c-ouut of their su- i 
perior expe^sition. 

Kistori 8 contunie in this character 
is so well known through historical prints 
a.s hardly to require description. A black 
satin dre.ss, the skirt of which is trim- 
med laterally with broad stripes of 
black velvet, a tight-fitting waist pointed 
before and behind, large pointed flowing 
sleeves of the period, with additional tight 
sleeve.®, the Elizabethan rufl', cuffs, a Mary 
Stuart cap of black satin, and a gold ros- 
ary compose the attire, which is worn with 
little chang« from the beginning to the end 
of the play. A learned critic, and one j 
who speaks truthfully, a.s all who saw the 
characterization last night will admit, de- 
clares that no play now holding posses- I 
sion of the stage is more dependent upon ] 
the personal appearance of the heroine ' 
than that of Maria Stuarda. It was beauty 
that won for ber sympatliy while alive, it 
is the picturing of that beauty which makes 
her the more interesting now that centu- 
ries have rolled over her grave, and con- 
sequently 'oeauty it is that the eye demands 
in the actress who attempts the portr.nyal 
of this character. Upon this great phy.sieal 
attraction most especial stress is laid by 
Schiller. “Are these, then, the boasted 
features on which uo mertai eye could 
gaze with safety Is thi.s the beauty to 
which no other woman’s could be com- !

Rachel realized this picture the moment 
she appeared upon the stage. She was a 
glorious vision. A first glance at Ristori. ' 
on the contrary, disappoints. Through- 
out the first act we are ready to maintain 
the heresy that fine as is Ristori's appear- 
ance, it more closely approaches that of 
an ideal hlUzabeth than of au ideal Mary 
Stuart. Not until dramatic situations 
bring out the beauty of expression which 
in repose is latent, are we prepared to see 
in Ristori the creature of our imagination. 
Those awe-stricken eyes of the last act 
burn into our soul, and with the most en- 
thusiastic we fervently exclaim “Eureka!’’ 

It is with some timidity that we revert 
from the success of the heroine of the 
tregedv to the details of the performance; 
but there wa.s much iu the general repre- 
sentation of the piece that invites favora- 
ble comment. The apparent diffidence 
which was observable in the first perform- 
ance- had wholly disappeared. In the 
main, the characters were sustained by 
members of the company who did not par- 
ticipate in the rendition of Medea. We 
feel disinclined to specify names, for all 
of the roles were enacted superbly. There 
was also observable last night a greater 
smoothness in tbe stage business, and a 
general improvement of affairs behind the 
curtain. An acquaintance with the stage 
and scenery (which are at best poorly 
adapted to an effective production of 
Ristori's plays), seems to have corrected 
the defects that showed themselves on the 
preceding night. 

To-night Madame Ristori is to appear 
as Queen Elizabeth, a character of great 
historical interest, aud one which she has 
made peculiarly her own. This favorite 
tragedy will be presented with great care, 
and the following grand cast:

TIbiof DckperadooM Roh \rgro 
Einplojeii on the Mobile and 
Ohio Railroad and .Murder a 
Vllifte Man -One of tlie Dr»> 
pei adoei* IkUled. 

We learn, says the Cairo 111. i Ilemof rat 
of the I9ih, that the ‘‘section boss' at 
Fulton, on the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, 
was brutally murdered or. last Friday 
morning. 

The circumstances as related to us are 
at follows- Seme of the negroes working 
for the railroad had been visited by three 
desperadoes and robbers, and their money 
taken from them by force. The negroes 
knew the white men and reported them to 
their employer. The section boss (we re- 
gret our informant could not give us his 
namel denounced the men who did the 
act in no measured term.-. It appears the 
robbers heard of the denunciations, and 
visited him, and demanded to know if he 
used such language, he said "yes. They 
then toJd him he must take it all back, or 
they would kill him. He flatly refueeJ, 
when the robbers commenced to draw their 
pistole. The section boss saw the motion, 
and drew his pistol and fired, hitting one 
of the men in the Lead and killing him 
instantly. Another one of the robbers 
fired and killed the railroad man, and 
after he had fallen, and was dead, they 
took the huts of their guns and literally 
beat bis head to a jelly, scattering his 
brains in every direction. 

The railroad man leaves a wife aud four 
ebildren. 

When our informant left, the murderers 
and robbers had not been arrested. It is 
boi>ed they may be ovei taken, and shot 
down, wherever found, like dogs.
